The ‘President clearly implied 
that this government would “ac- 
tively resist” if Germany by oc- 
cupying Spain and Portugal threat- 
ened not only French North Af- 
rica and the western end of the 
Mediterranean, but also the “At- 
lantic fortress of Dakar and the 
island outposts of the new world 
— the Azores and Cape Verde

As to Convoys. 

The President indicated that he 
eonsidered convoys outmoded, when 
he said that “during the first 
World War we were able to escort 
merchant ships by the use of small 
cruisers, gunboats and destrovers: 
and this type of convoy was ef- 
fective against submarines.” In 
this war, he continued, “the prob- 
lem is greater” because cf im- 
proved submarines, greater use 
of heavily armed raiding cruisers 
or “hit-and-run” battleships, bomb- 
ing airplanes and the destruction 
of merchant ships in ports accessi- 
ble to bombing attack.

Aute Congestion.

Tom Pendergast Found 
Guilty in Contempt Case 


Continued From Page One. 


Under Federal judicial procedure, 
the sentences for contempt are 
left to the Court as no Federal 
statutes apply to such a charge. 

Both Pendergast and O’Malley 
have served Federal prison sen- 
tences for income tax evasion for 
money they received for helping 
to bring about the settlement. 

The Court held that a recent 
Supreme Court ruling ngrrowing 
the field of comtempt did not ap- 
ply to the case as attorneys for 
the defendants insisted at the hear- 
ing. . 
The opinion said: 

“We think the Supreme Court 
will make it clear to all that it is 
punishable contempt for an agent 
of fire insurance companies (the 
late Charles Street of Chicago) 
and a political boss whose influ- 
ence was bought by the payment 
of $440,000, and a bribed State of- 
ficial to whom $62,000 was paid in 
bribery and a fourth individual, 
the go-between of the principal 
conspirators, in open court, in the 
presence and face of the Court, 
grossly to deceive and hoodwink 
the Judges constituting the Court, 
and by that deception fraudulent- 
ly to obtain decrees disposing of 
an impounded fund of $10,000,000, 
so prostituting the Court to their 
venal purposes and exposing its 
Judges to the possibility of dis- 
grace and to certain humiliation.” 

Under the settlement as ap- 
proved by the United States Dis- 
trict Court, 80 per cent of the im- 
pounded fund went to the insur- 
ance companies and for adminis- 
trating costs and the remainder to 
policyholders. The Court later re- 
scinded the settlement. 

The Court in its opinion today 
termed the action of the three as 
“the grossest misbehavior against 
the administration of justice in a 
Federal Court of which there is 
any record known to us.” 

Judge Otis reviewed the back- 
ground of the insurance case, re- 
lating how 137 separate injunction 
suits were filed against the State 
Insurance Superintendent in 1930 
asking for court protection of pro- 
posed premium rate increases for 
fire, windstorm and hail insurance 
and the events which followed the 
disclosure that Pendergast, O’Mal- 
ley and McCormack had received 
more than $500,000 from Street in 
making the settlement on the im- 
pounded fund. 

The Court held it was not bound 
by the defense counsel's “misin- 
terpretation” on the recent Su- 
preme Court ruling on contempt 
to “save their clients.” 

“The misbehavior of the defend- 
ants in this case,” the judges as- 
serted, “was committeed in the 
very presence of the court and in 
open court, Dhese defendants sent 
their messengers (their innocent 
and unsuspecting messengers) to 
the very courtroom and into open 
court. The misbehavior of these 
defendants was committed where 
it took effect and where it was in- 
tended to take effect. Except for

Judge Otis wrote that counse] 
for Pendergast, O'Malley and. Me-

to be secured in the insurance lit- 
igation in this court is not the 
truth, 

“That the defendant got the 
money is a fact that. stands out 
like Pike’s Peak. They were paid 
$440,000. For what?” 

The court ruled no double jeop- 
ardy was involved. 

On this the court decided: 

“The indictment (charging an 
attempt to obstruct justice in the 
case) was bottomed upon some, 
but not all, of the facts charged 
in the information in contempt. 
When the criminal case was ready 
for trial and a jury had been im- 
paneled, the United States Attor- 
ney, then in Washington, wired 
the Assistant United States Attor- 
ney in charge of the prosecution 
to enter a nolle prosequi.. This 
action was taken after the jury 
had been impaneled. The case 
was dismissed when the entry of 
nolle prosequi was made. There 
is not, however, the slightest sug- 
gestions that ,the dismissal was 
over the objection of the defend- 
ants, or any of them.” 

Maurice Milligan, United States 
District Attorney, informed a spe- 
eial trial Judge the obstruction of 
justice charge should be dismissed 
because he had entered into an 
oral agreement with counsel for 
Pendergast and O’Malley before 
they entered guilty pleas of in- 
come tax evasion charges that he 
would not prosecute them for oth- 
er offenses in connection with the 
settlement, 

The Court continued: 

“This Court never had heard of 
the existence of any such agree- 
ment until the telegram ‘dismissing 
the original case was made public. 
None of the Judges of this court 
ever h heard from the United 
States Attorney of the existence of 
any such agreement until the tele- 
gram was made public. 

“We do not state these facts in 
criticism of the *nited Statea At- 
torney. Indeed, on several occa- 
sions, the two district judges of 


this court (Judge Otis and Judge. 


Reeves) have attested their high 
regard for him and for his public 
services,* and they now reassert 
that high respect . . 

“We think he had the undoubted 
right to make the agreement—un- 
less it included the bargaining 
away of this court’s power to pun- 
ish for contempt (and there has 
been no contention that the United 
States Attorney attempted that). In 
fairness to the United States At- 
torney, we desire to make it clear 
that he never has said, so far as 
we are aware, that the agreement 
disclosed by his telegram was 
known to this court or to any of 
the judges of this court.

trapped, then sunk in a thunder 
of shelifire and torpedoing. 

The Prinz Eugen, which was 
with the Bismarck last Saturday 
when it sank the battle cruiser 
Hood and damaged the new 35,000-- 
ton Prince of Wales, had dashed 
for safety—perhaps back to the 
Norwegian port of Bergen from 
which the German ships sallied. 

Released from the cordon that 
caught the Bismarck, warships 
turned to the new hunt, aided by 
planes. from the decks of the. air- 
craft. carriers. Ark Royal and Vic- 
torious, which played an important 


‘| part in harrying and crippling the 


Bismarck. 

Observers said at least 140 planes 
from these two carriers alone would 
be available for the search. Thus 
the Ark Royal continued its role 
as a vengeful ghost for the Ger- 
mans, who- often have reported 
wrecking or sinking the 22,000-ton 
vessel, Reports that the newer 
23,000-ton Victorious was in action 
were the first disclosures that it 
had been placed in active service. 

British sources expressed belief 
the German ships left Bergen on 
a specific hunt for convoys, carry- 
ing war supplies across the At- 
lantic. 

The Daily Telegraph commented, 
meanwhile, that with the Bis- 
marck’s sinking Germany was “left 
dependent on her sister ship Tir- 
pitz, if that vessel is in. service, 
for a battleship which could chal- 
lenge our own.” 

The Board of the Admiralty con- 
gratulated the fleet today on the 
sinking of the Bismarck and said 
that “had it-not been for the gal- 
lantry, skill and devotion” of the 
fleet air arm “our object might not 
have been achieved.” 


Better to Risk Navy Than Keep 
It in Port, Nazis Say. 

BERLIN, May 28 (AP).—Ger- 
many mourned today the loss of 
the battleship Bismarck, but the 
people were told it was better to 
dare the risks of sea warfare in a 
fight to win than to wait in port. 

Mourned, too, were Fleet Com- 
mander Admiral Guenther Luet- 
jens and the Bismarck’s officers 
and crew, all of whom apparently 
died—so far as was known here— 
after Admiral Luetjens’ last mes- 
sage early yesterday, saying, “We 
are fighting until the last shell. 
Long live the Fuehrer.” 

(The Bismack is believed to have 
carried a complement of between 
1300 and 1500 officers and men),° 

The tenor of newspaper editori- 
als today was: “The Bismarck is 
lost, but the fight against England 
goes on.” 

Three large British battleships, 
one aircraft “carrier and a number 
of cruisers and destroyers were 
necessary to overcome the Bis- 
mark, the Lokal Anzeiger said.

plained to the people just what 
powers he expected to exercise 
under his ‘unlimited’ declaration 
because those powers were granted 
under the stress of war in 1917 
and very few people, including 
most members of Congress, under- 
stand them.” 

Although Shipstead referred to 
1917, it was not known whether 
the President acted under the au- 
thority of any specific statute. 

When Roosevelt was inaugurated 
for his first term in 1933, he pro- 
claimed a “national emergercy” 
and invoked his extraordinary 
powers in those financially critical 
moments to close the country’s 
banks. 

The President, it is pointed out, 
is authorized to declare emergen- 
cies at times of disasters, such as 
from floods or earthquakes, as 
well as at times of threatened war. 
Some emergency powers are op- 
erative only after a declaration of 
war, but a majority could be 
brought into use according to the 
danger which the President deter- 
mines to exist. 

Radio and the Press. 

Government legal experts said 

today that, although President 
Roosevelt’s proclamation of a full 
“emergency” open, the door to con- 
trol of radio, there was no provi- 
sion in law for censorship of pub- 
lications, even in wartime. 
' Some lawyers conceded that the 
President might affect the trans- 
mission of news through the power 
to suspend or amend rules and reg- 
ulations under the Federal Com- 
munications Act, but that no direct 
censorship appeared possible. 

The President may. suspend the 
FCC rules applicable to transmis- 
sion of communications by radio 
or wire upon proclaiming the ex- 
istence of “war or a threat of war 


& or a state of public peril or dis- 


aster or other national emergency, 
or in order to preserve the neu- 
trality of the United States.” 

He also may demand priority for 
communications essential to the 
nation “during the continuance of 
war in which the United States is 
engaged.” Government legal au- 
thorities would not ‘say whether 
the same end could be accom- 
plished under the “national peril” 
provision, which would permit the 
President to take over radio sta- 
tions or their equipment.

In a measure 
this is true with respect to most 
of the powers of the executive, 
both constitutional and statutory. 
The right to-take specific action 
might not exist under one state of 
facts, while under another it might 
be the absolute duty of the ex- 
ecutive to take such action.” 


1819 Law Still in Effect. 
The statutes cited were passed 
chiefly just before, during or soon 
after the first World War, and 
have not been repealed by Con- 
gress. But one of ‘them, dated 
March 3, 1819, and still in effect, 
authorizes the President “to em- 
ploy the public armed vessels to 
suppress piracy.” 
Another act of July 12, 1870, 
empowers the President to waive 
or modify the monthly allotments 
of appropriations to governmental 
departments and agencies for ex- 
penses during ‘the fiscal year,. 
“upon the happening of some ex- 
traordinary emergency or unusual 
circumstance which. could not be 
anticipated at the time of making 
such apportionment.” 
Upon proclamation af a state of 
public peril by the President, ac- 
cording to an act of June 19, 
1934, he may suspend or amend all 
ruels and regulations applicable 
to transmission of communications 
by telegraph, telephone and radio, 
and require priority for communi- 
cations essential to the national 
defense.

Terms Hitler Would 
Impose if He Won War. 


Your Government knows what 
terms Hitler, if victorious, would 


impose. They are, indeed, the only | 


terms on which he would accept 
a so-called “negotiated” peace. 

Under those terms, Germany 
would literally parcel] out the world 
—hoisting the swastika itself over 
vast territories and populations, 
and setting up puppet governments 
of its own choosing, wholly subject | 
to the will and the policy of a con- 
queror. - 

To the people of the Americas, a 
triumphant Hitler would say, as he 
said after the seizure of Austria, 
and after Munich, and after the 
seizure of Czecho-Slovakia: “I am 
now completely satisfied. This is 
the last territorial readjustment I 
will seek.” And he would, of 
course, add: “All we want is peace, 
friendship and profitable trade re- 
lations with you in the New 
World.” 

And were any of us in the Amer- 
icas so incredibly simple and®for- 
getful as to accept those honeyed / 
words, what would then happen? 

Those in the new world who 
were seeking profits would be urg- 
ing that all that the dictatorships 
desired was “peace.” They would 
oppose toil and taxes for more 
American armament. Meanwhile, 
the dictatorships would be forcing 
the enslaved peoples of their Old 
World conquests into a system 
they are even now organizing—to 
build a naval ang air force intend- 
ed to gain and hold and be master 


as well. 

They woyld fasten an economic 
stranglehold upon our several na- 
tions. Quislings would be found to 
subvert the governments in our re- 
publics; and the Nazis would back 
their fifth columns with invasion, 
if necessary. 

Conquest Aimed - 

At Latin America. 

I am not speculating about all 
this. I merely repeat what is al- 
ready in the Nazi book of world 
conquest. They plan to treat the 
Latin American nations as they are 
now treating the Balkans. They 
plan then to strangle the United 
States of America and the Domin- 
ion of Canada. 

The American laborer would 
have to compete with slave labor 
in the rest of the world. Minimum 
wages, maximum hours? Nonsense! 
Wages and hours would be fixed 
by Hitler. The dignity and power 
and standard of living of the 
American worker and farmer 
would be gone. Trade unions would 
become historical relics, and col- 
lective bargaining a joke. 

Farm income? What happens to 
all farm surpluses without any for- 
eign trade? The American farmer 
would get for his products exactly 
what Hitler wanted to give. He 
would face obvious disaster and 
complete regimentation. 

Tariff walls—Chinese walls of 
isolation—would be futile. Free- 
dom to trade is essential to our 
economic life. We do not eat all 
the food we can produce; we do 
not burn all the oil we can pump; 
we do not use al] the goods we 
can manufacture. It would not 
be an American wall to keep Nazi 
goods out; it would be a Nazi wall 
to keep us in. } 

The whole fabric of working life 
as we know it—business, manufac- 
turing, mining, agriculture—all 
would be mangled and crippled 
under such a system. Yet to main- 
tain even that crippled indepen- 
dence would require permanent 
conscription of our manpower; it 
would curtail the funds we could 
spend on education, on housing, on 
public works, on flood control, on 
health. Instead, we should be per- 
manently pouring our resources 
into armaments; and, year in and 
year out, standing day and night 
watch against the destruction of 
our cities. .

Hitler’s plan of world domina- 
tion would be near its accomplish- 
ment today, were it not for two 
factors: 


of Britain, her colonies, and the 
great dominions, fighting not only 
to maintain the existence of the 
Island of Britain, but also to hold 
the Near East and Africa. The 
other is the magnificent defense of 
China, which will, I have reason to 
believe, increase in strength. All 
of these, together, prevent the 
Axis from winning control of the 
seas by ships and aircraft. 

’ The Axis powers can never 
achieve their objective of world 
domination unless they first ob- 
tain control of the seas. This is 
their supreme purpose today; and 
to achieve it, they must capture 
Great Britain. 

They could then have the power 
to dictate to the Western Hemis- 
phere. No spurious argument, no 
appeal to sentiment, and no false 
pledges like those given by Hitler 
at Munich, can deceive the Ameri- 
can people into believing that he 
and his Axis partners would not, 
with Britain defeated, close in re- 
lentlessly on this hemisphere. 

But if the Axis powers fail to 
gain control of the seas, they are 
certainly defeated. Their dreams 
of world domination will then go 
by the board; and the criminal 
leaders who started this war will 
suffer inevitable disaster. 

Both they and their people know 
this—and they are afraid. That 
is why they are risking every- 
thing they have, conducting des- 
perate attempts to break through 
to the command of the ocean. 
Once they are limited to a con- 
tinuing land war, their cruel forces 
of occupation will be unable to 
keep their heel on the necks of 
the millions of innocent, oppressed 
peoples on the _ continent of 
Europe; and in the end, their 
whole. structure will break into 
little pieces. And the wider the 


| Nazi,land effort, the greater the 


danger. 

We do not forget the silenced 
peoples. The masters of Germany 
—those, at least, who have not 
been assassinated or escaped to 
free soil—have marked these peo- 
ples and their children’s children 
for slavery. But those people— 
spiritually unconquered: Austrians, 
Czechs, Poles, Norwegians, Dutch, 
Belgians, Frenchmen, Greeks, 
Southern Slavs—yes, even those 
Italians. and Germans who them- 
selves have been enslaved—will 
prove to be a powerful force in 
disrupting the Nazi system. 


Liberty Depends 
on Freedom of Seas. 


Yes, all freedom—meaning free- 
dom to live, and not freedom to 
conquer, and subjugate other peo- 
ples—depends on freedom of the 
seas. All of American history— 
North, Central and South Ameri- 
can history—has been inevitably 
tied up with those words, “freedom 
of the seas.” 

Since 1799, when our infant navy 
made the West Indies and the 
Caribbean and the Gulf of Mexico 
safe for American ships, since 1804 
and 1805 when we made all peace- 
ful commerce safe from the depre- 
dations of the Barbary pirates; 
since the War of 1812, which was 
fought for the preservation of sail- 
ors’ rights; since 1867, when our 
sea power made it possible for the 
Mexicans to expel the French army 
of Louis Napoleon, we have striven 
and fought in defense of freedom 
of the seas—for our own shipping, 
for the commerce of our sister re- 
publics, for the right of all nations 
to use the highways of world trade 
—and for our own safety. 

During the first world war we 
were able to escort merchant ships 
by the use of small cruisers, gun- 
boats and destroyers; and this type 
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of convoy was effective against 
In this second world 
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crisis with the wisdom and the 
courage which have distinguished 
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war, however, the problem:is great- 
er,. because the attack on the free- 
dom of the seas is now fourfold: 
First—The improved submarine; 
second—the much greater use of 
the heavily armed raiding cruiser 
or hit-and-run battleship; third— 
the bombigg airplane, which is 
capable of destroying merchant 
ships seven or eight hundred miles 
from its nearest base; and fourth— 
the destruction of merchant ships 
in those ports of the world which 
emer to the bombing at- 
c - 


The battle’ of the Atlantic now 
extends from the icy waters of the 
North Pole to the frozen continent 
of the Antarctic. Throughout this 
huge area, there have been sink- 
ings of merchant ships in alarm- 
ing and increasing numbers by 
Nazi raiders or submarines. There 
have been sinkings even of ships 
carrying neutral flags. There have 
been sinkings in the South Atlan- 
tic, off West Africa and the Cape 
Verde Islands; between the Azores 
and the islands off the American 
coast; and between Greenland and 
Iceland. Great numbers of these 
sinkings have been actually with- 
in ‘the waters of the Western 
Hemisphere. 

The blunt truth is this—and 

I reveal this with the full knowl- 
edge of the British Government: 
The present rate of Nazi sinkings 
of merchant ships is more than 
three times as high as the 
capacity of British shipyards to 
replace them; it is more than 
twice the combined British and 
American output of merchant 
ships today. 

We can answer this peril by two 
simultaneous ‘measures: First, by 
speeding up and increasing .our 
great shipbuilding program; and 
second, by helping to cut down the 
losses on the high seas. 

Attacks on shipping off the very 
shores of land which we are de- 
termined to protect, present an 
actual military danger to the 
Americas. And that danger has 
recently been heavily . underlined 
by the presence in Western Hemi- 
sphere waters of Nazi battleships 
of.great striking power. 

Most of the supplies for Britain 
go by a northerly route, which 
comes close to Greenland and the 
nearby Island of Iceland. Ger- 
many’s heaviest attack is on that 
route. Nazi occupation of Iceland 
or bases in Greenland would bring 
the war close to our continental 
shores; because they are stepping- 
stones to Labrador, Newfoundland, 
Nova Scotia, and the. Northern 
United States, including“the great 
industrial centers of the North, 
East and Middle West. 

Equally, the Azores and the Cape 
Verde Islands, if occupied or con- 
trolled by Germany, would directly 
endanger the freedom of the At- 
lantic and our own physical safety. 
Under German domination they 
would become bases for submar- 
ines, warships, and airplanes raid- 
ing the waters which lie immedi- 
ately off our own coasts and at- 
tacking the shipping in the South 
Atlantic. They would provide a 
springboard for actual attack 
against the integrity and independ- 
ence of Brazil and her neighboring 
republics.

Sea Patrol Extended 
to Warn of Enemy. 


Anyone with an Atlas and a rea- 
sonable knowledge of the sudden 
striking force of modern war, 
knows that it is stupid to wait until 
a probable enemy has gained a 
foothold from which to attack. 
Old-fashioned common sense calls 
for the use of strategy which will 
prevent such an enemy from gain- 
ing a foothold in the first place. 

We have, accordingly, extended 
our patrol in North and South At- 
lantic waters. We are steadily add- 
ing more and more ships and 
planes to that patrol. It is well 
known that the strength of the 
Atlantic fleet has been greatly in- 
creased during the past year, and 
is constantly being built up. 

These ships and planes warn of 
the presence of attacking raiders;

The Art Museum’s Chinese Bronze. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE Post-Dispatch in an editorial, 

“Tne Chinese Bronze and the Camp- 
bell House,” revives its unfortunate prej- 
udice against the purchase of antique 
art by the City Art Museum. The re- 
eent acquisition of an ancient Chinese 
bronze vessel for $18,000 is the catalyst 
for the editorial which criticises the mu- 
geum’s “exotic purchases” and deplores 
its failure to donate funds for saving 
the Campbell House. 

Leaving aside the undeniable merit 
of the Campbell House project, it is dif- 
ficult to understand how an editorial 
writer familiar with museum collections 
could fail to appreciate that a museum’s 
responsibility is to illustrate, with a bal- 
anced collection, the history of art, and 
not exclusively to acquire and encourage 
contemporary or recent art. When a 
gap in a collection, regardless of period, 
is filled by the purchase of a distin- 
guished object, the collection has surely 
been improved. The purchase of the 


- ancient, Chinese bronze fills a former | 


gap at the City Art Museum. 

In recent weeks, the William Rockhill 
Nelson Gallery in Kansas City thought 
well enough of “exotic” art to open an 
important wing for the display of an- 
tiquities. Harvard University, in recent 
months, enthusiastically accepted the 
“exotic” art of Byzantium in the fine 
Robert Woods Bliss collection at Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

Many familiar with the City Art Mu- 
geum. will not agree that the generally 
fine examples of ancient art purchased 
in the last five years have given undue 
emphasis to ancient art. On the con- 
trary, the occasional purchase of an 
antique object, in contrast to the great- 
er number of objects from more recent 
times, has enriched the collection and 
maintained its balance. 

The Post-Dispatch indulges in prej- 
udice and provincialism when it attacks 
the City Art Museum’s occasional pur- 
chase of ancient art.

T seems that inadequate notice has

Once 
such an emergency is declared, the President, under 
unrepealed First World War statutes and other laws, 
may do almost anything he deems necessary in the 
interest of the United States. 

From now on, the normal processes of democracy 
must give way to the critical situation that con- 
fronts us. Long ago, in such transactions as the de- 
stroyer-naval base deal, the United States abandoned 
a position of neutrality toward the Second World 
War and entered a position of non-belligerency.

The President said: “We 
are placing our armed forces in strategic military | 
position.” That means what it says. ) 

We may enter this war without a declaration but, 
as matters stand, Congress would make such a decia- 
ration as a formality any time the President should 
ask for it. The President, as Commander-in-Chief, 
has announced the country is in danger and is mov- 
ing the forces of the United States to the firing 
line. Our national honor is now at stake. There is 
no turning back. 

The President said in his speech that the Gov- 
ernment has the right to expect of all citizens that 
they take loyal part in the common work of our 
defense—“take loyal part from this moment for- 
ward.” That also means what it says. 

The civilian defense is being organized locality 
by locality. “All will have responsibilities to ful- 
fill.” In other words, the country has now embarked 
on a total effort. Every citizen must do his part. In 
the President’s view, the debate is over and every- 
one must concentrate on the task ahead. 

The President has outlawed strikes in defense in- 
dustries and, since there is hardly an industry that 
does not bear some relation to defense, it would 
appear that virtually all strikes are barred. The 
President’s language is clear: “A nation-wide ma- 
chinery for conciliation and mediation of industrial 
disputes has been set up. That machinery must be 
used promptly—and without stoppage of work.” 
That means no defense strikes. 

As to what naval and military steps the country 
is to take to meet the emergency ahead, that remains 
to be seen. There has been much discussion of con- 
voys, patrols, of the Neutrality Act and so on, but 
the President has ended the discussion with these 
plain words: 


We shall give every possible assistance to 
Britain and to all who, with Britain, are resist- 
ing Hitlerism or its equivalent with force of 
arms.

The President has presented the country with what 
the diplomats call a fait accompli—an accomplished 
fact.

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THE NAVY IN OUR DEFENSE PROGRAM. 

The article in today’s Mirror of Public Opinion 
frankly takes the position that sea power is on the 
way out, if not already so severely limited as to be 
of relatively little use in modern war. The writer, 
Maj. Alexander P. de Seversky, finds so-called naval 
supremacy of small significance when compared

It is not necesgary’to go all the way and conclude 
that navies have no usefulness in order to find some 
justification for a warning against over-confidence 
in sea power. The experience of the British in the 
present war is sufficient cause for Americans to 
survey their defense program and the part an en- 
larged navy should play in it. If Britain would 
have been better off building bombérs instead of 
battleships—and that seems to have been proved

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A CRIMINAL STRIKE. 


One of the worst exhibitions of labor union out- 
Aawry is taking place at San Francisco, where 1700 
| AFL and CIO machinists walked out May 10, tying 
up a $500,000,000 program of ship construction and 
throwing out of work some 17,000 men who are con- 
tented with the terms of their employment. 

In hamstringing this huge defense program, the 
strikers violated a pledge entered into last month 
between employers and metal trades workers that 
there would be no work stoppage in West coast ship- 
yards during the defense emergency. This provided: 

There shall be no lockout on the part of the 
employer, or suspension of work on the part of 
employes. This agreement is a guaranty that 
there will be neither strikes nor lockout and 
that all disputes will be settled by arbitration. 

The men kicked this agreement in the face. They 
ignored protests of the Navy Department, the Mari- 
time Commission and of labor leaders, Officials of 
San Francisco’unions pleaded with the men to re- 
turn to work. They sent telegrams and made per- 
sonal calls on the men. The labor leaders said in 
a statement: “You should return to your jobs in 
order to keep faith with those with whom we have 
signed contracts. These contracts are sacred, and 
it behooves every unionist to keep faith not only 
with our employers, but with the Government.” 

At Washington, President Green of the AFL told 
the Truman committee that the men pledged their 
sacred honor and their good name to carry out the 
no-strike agreement, and agreed that the strike 
should be characterized as “outlaw,” but, as usual, 
cited the antiquated constitution and structure of 
the AFL as making it impossible for him to do any- 
thing but appeal to the men to go back to work. 

Another official of the AFL, John P. Frey, head 
of the Metal Trades Department, described the strike 
as “the most serious blow to collective bargaining 
and the integrity of agreements with employers 
which has ever occurred in our industrial history.” 
Yet Green and Frey confess themselves helpless to 
take remedial action. 

It seems to us that this strike, considering all the 
circumstances, is nothing short of criminal.

UR great two-ocean multi-billion-dollar 

navy, now in construction, should be 

completed five or six years from now— 
just in time to have all of its battleships 
scrapped. The smaller and swifter units 
and the undersea craft may continue their 
auxiliary tasks under the shielding wings of 
air power; the rest will be consigned to 
the museums of outlived weapons along 
with the bow and arrow. 

To those who have not caught up with 
the revolutien in war strategy brought about 
by the advent of air power, this may sound 
like exaggeration; to naval diehards it will 
sound like blasphemy. 

Yet a little patient consideration of facts 
already in high relief on the landscape of 
the present war will reveal that I am merely 
setting down the inescapable conclusion we 
must draw from recent experience. 

As we approach the end of the second 
year of the Second World War, it is star- 
tlingly clear that the navies of all nations 
have already and irretrievably lost their 
function of strategic offensive action. They 
still play a defensive role but only in waters 
as yet beyond the reach of aviation. 

The moment when air power can reach 
across oceans as easily as it now bridges 
narrow waters will mark the final elim- 
ination of sea power as a primary element, 

For centuries the chief job of navies 
was to carry war to the enemy: to attack 
the outer ramparts of a country,-its coast- 
lines and harbors and fortresses. Now that 
job has been taken over almost entirely 
by air power.

In the last two years enemy shores have 
been entirely denied to fleets—except ona 
hit-and-miss basis that merely emphasized 
the new state of affairs... We have seen 
dramatic naval attacks recently on Genoa, 
Brest, Tripoli and other harbors. In every 
| Case, however, the attacking battleships 
simply took advantage of poor visibility 
or advance information that enemy aviation 
at that point was inadequate—exploiting the 
element of surprise. 

In Norway, after a costly baptism of 
aerial fire, the great British fleet, for all 
its overwhelming superiority, withdrew and 


Nagi invaders shielded by their air force 
crossed the Skagerrak into Norway. After 
a costly attempt to land and maintain expe- 
ditionary troops on the North Sea coast 


tired to escape aerial destruction. 

Since then it has not been able, despite 
Germany’s naval weakness, to take offensive 
measures against any portion of the Nasi- 
held continent. Except where the R. A. F. 
is powerful enough to contro) the air over- 
head, the British fleet’ must maintain «a 
respectful distance from hostile shores— 
that distance being determined by the 
range of the enemy’s aviation. 

The fateful point of the story is that 
the picture would not be materially differ- 
ent if the British navy were a dozen times 
bigger, and if Hitler did not possess a single 
battleship. So far as direct, offensive ini- 
tiative against enemy soil is concerned, the 
role of navies has not merely been dimin- 
ished—it hag been enged. Only nations with- 
out proper air defenses are still in any 
measure vulnerable to naval. attack.

Singlehanded, the R. A: F. has fought 
off the air invasion. Not all the power 
and courage of the fleet could have saved 
the British Isles from aérial annihilation 
had the air force been unequal to the task. 

The latest capital ships being built by 


our navy cost about $100,000,000 each—a 


sum that could pay for the construction of 
250 bombers capable of flying to a European 
target, dropping their explosive loads, and 
returning. Since each of the 250 could 
carry at least 20 tons of explosives—as 
much as 40 German Stuka dive-bombers 
now deliver—their striking power would be 
equal to 10,000 Stukas. 

I am not minimizing the actual part 
played at the present moment by the British 
navy in keeping open supply lines to the 
British Isles from the outside world. It 
functions freely and fully—both in blockad- 
ing the enemy and defending its own mer- 
chantmen—beyond the reach of aviation. 

But the navy is able td do so only by 
reason of the insufficiency of that reach, 
and is consequently being more and more 
restricted in these functions.

It has been estimated that the British 
Isles need 25,000 tons of imported food- 
stuffs daily. Five hundred planes like the 
B-19 modified for transport, designed to 
carry 50 tons each, could keep Britain 
supplied more expeditiously than any sur- 
face ships and would, moreover, be ac- 
companied by their own defenses against 
raiders. | 

The inexcusable fact that mass aviation 
transports are not available can be traced 
primarily to the ingrained intolerance of 
the naval mind in Britain, as elsewhere, 
against encroachments on tradition. 

Previously, sprawling world empires rest- 
ed in the first place upon superior naval 
might. Neither the governments nor the 
admirals of the world have as yet conceded 
openly that there has been a_ revolution 
tn this respect. Nevertheless, that revolu- 
tion is in full tide. 

Only air power capable of meeting the po- 
tential assailant’s aviation can guarantee 
safety. That means, in effect, that every 
outpost of empire,-if it is to survive, must 
be given the protection of aviation, 

And what is true today will be a hundred- 
fold more important tomorrow, when the 
reach of the air weapon will be enlarged 
to cover territories now mostly immune, 

The work of replacement is frantically 
under way in Britain under pressure of the 
war, In America, the urgency of the prob- 
lem is not so apparent to military leaders 
wearing the blindérs of traditional strategic 
ideas; in addition, ‘we are lulled into a false 
sense of safety by broad oceans.

NEW YORK, May 28. 
FF the sidewalks of New York’s 
polyglot lower East Side has 
risen an incredible figure 
whose explosive personality soon 
will be felt throughout the United 
States. 

He is Fiorello H. LaGuardia, “the 
little man who is everywhere”— 
dark, stocky son of an Italian im- 
migrant and probably the busiest 
individual in the nation with the 
exception of President Roosevelt. 


Blithely ignoring time, distance, 
fatigue; opposition and the sup- 
posed limitation of human endur- 
ance, the dynamic little fellow (he’s 
5 feet, 3 inches, weighs 160) has 
taken on the job of ‘organizing 
every man, woman and child in 
every major city in the country for 
active duty in event that war 
comes to the United States. 

That’s a full-time job for any 
average man, but “the little flower” 
—that’s what his first name means 
—is not ordinary. Besides his new 
job; he’s Mayor of New York’s 
7,000,000, president of the United 
States Conference of Mayors, and 
co-chairman of the United States- 
Canadian Joint Defense Board. 


The country has never seen any- 
thing quite like him, and before 
he explodes in full force on an 
unsuspecting citizenry, it’s wise, 
perhaps, to condition the public to 
the individual as well as the pro- 
gram which he has outlined for 
home defense. 

New Yorkers long ago * aside 
their amazement over their Mayor's 
unpredictable actions and the man- 

in which he crams two hours 
white-hot energy into a single 
60 minutes. 

He climbs ladders at fires . .. 

pries in the wreckage of “el” or 


_ subway wrecks .. . arbitrates set- 


tlement of labor disputes .. . lays 
cornerstones and dedicates build- 
ings . - Plans multi-million dol- 
lar public projects . . . fights graft 
and: racketeering. He dictates let- 
ters until he wears out four sec- 


retaries and then dictates to him- 
self . . .. wears no political brand 
and is the only man who ever 
whipped Tammany Hall twice... 
pokes fun at dictators . . . thumps 
his desk and shouts orders to his 
aids . . . works at home, in his 
office, and in his automobile which 
has a desk installed along with a 
two-way radio—frequently directs 
operations at fires, disasters or 
crimes. 

He reads prodigiously and con- 
founds his “experts” sometimes by 
his knowledge of technical affairs 
- « « Smokes two-for-a-nickle ci- 
gars and demands such honesty 
among employes that they cannot 
accept cigars as gifts . . loves 
action and if a mud-slinging fight 
seems necessary, he doesn’t hesi- 
tate to take off the gloves... 
and relaxes at night by romping 
with his two adopted children. 

Accepting his commission as 
director of the Office of Civilian 
Defense from President Roosevelt, 
LaGuardia announced he’ would 
organize a nation-wide program 
for enlisting men, women and 
children over 14 for volunteer 
home defense work if such an 
emergency should arise. These 
duties would include fire protec- 
tion, safeguarding property, panic 
prevention, public health, debris 
clearance, utility service protec- 
tion, civilian evacuation, welfare 
work and others. 

Some may have wondered where 
he could sandwich in the time for 
this prodigious task. LaGuardia 
supplied the answer: “Whatever 
additional time the new duties will 
require will come out of me and 
not out of the city.” 

He has a habit of supporting his 
words with action. When he first 
went to Congress 25 years ago, 
almost his first important word 
was to vote for United States entry 
into the World War. Then he en- 
listed in the air service and went 
overseas as commander of a bomb- 
ing squadron on the Italian front. 
Despite a clanior from some for 
his resignation, he refused and 
cabled back his vote on important

A great dramatist, LaGuardia 
can be expected to use dramatics 
if necessary to convert people to 
his cause. His political rallies take 
on the flavor of an old-fashioned 
Southern revival meeting when he 
gets wound up in an oratorical 
way. 

As a Congressman he once waved 
a’ 25-cent pork chop and a $3 steak 
on the floor of the House to em- 
phasize the high cost of living, 
and brewed beer in his office and 
in a New York drug store as a 
protest against prohibition. 

His tongue carries a lash, too, 
and he doesn’t soften his words 
if he believes direct language is 
better. 

“All punks and tinhorns had bet- 
ter keep on the run,” he once 
warned during a police cleanup 
of shady characters. 


He combines his many jobs with 
an apparent ease which baffles 
many:a harried top-flight execu- 
tive having trouble with his one 
job. 

In a typical day, LaGuardia may 
be up at dawn fora flight to Wash- 
ington for an early conference. En 
route he studies reports and 
statistics for a hearing on his re- 
turn. His business completed, he 


returns to New York and bustles 
through appointments and mail, 
throwing secondary letters on the 
floor for his secretary to pick up. 
Addresses a group in their native 
language, Italian, German, French, 
Yiddish or Yugoslav. Confers with 
a committee on strike-settlement 
negotiations. Jumps in his auto- 
mobile and goes to the scene of a 
fire to help direct operations. And 
then home for relaxation with the 
children—with perhaps a radio 
speech later. 

His pet peeve is Adolf Hitler and 
twice LaGuardia has caused in- 
ternational complications by his 
words and actions. Once when a 
delegation of Nazis visited New 
York, he gave them an escort of 
Jewish policemen, and again he 
suggested a likeness of Hitler be 
placed in a “chamber of horrors” 
at New York’s World Fair. 0 

Reminded of these incidents 
when he accepted his new position 
as OCD director, he remarked that 
he and Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull had agreed that “I'll stick to 
street cleaning and Cordell will 
handle the foreign affairs.” 

He’s a direct actionist and when 
he gives an order he expects to see 
the wheels start rolling. 

“Just after Munich” he foresaw 
a need for studies of civilian home 
defense and put his experts to 
work digging into the problem of 
defending New York against pos- 
sible aerial] bombardment. He sent 
members of the fire department 


_to London to study wartime fire- 
fighting methods, and has had 


technicians at work on other prob- 
lems including transportation, wel- 
fare and utility services. 

“We have about a two-year jump 
on the other large cities in the 
United States,” he says. 

LaGuardia has been “on the 
jump” ever since his parents took 
him from New York as a lad to 
Arizona where his father was sta- 


tioned as an army bandmaster.. 


After completing high school, “he 
entered the United States consular 


service and spent several years in 


Hungary, Austria and Italy, re- 
turning to the United States as an 
interpreter at the Ellis Island im- 
migration station. 

After graduation from the New 
York University School of Law, he 
gradually worked his way up in 
Republican political ranks. and 
went to Congress in 1916. After 
the war, he was re-elected and 
from 1922 to 1932 he remained in 
Congress. In 1933,‘he united Re- 
publican and fusion forces to win 
the Mayor’s office and give the 
Tammany tiger a licking. He won 
a second term and is being boomed 
for re-election again. 

Perhaps the indefatigable 
LaGuardia will reach a saturation 
point some time in the amount of 
work he can do—but at 58, he gives 
no indication the time is near. 

“No work,” he says, “is too great 
and no office to little in this time 
of need.”
